2. On 27 November I 946, source visited Georg GRJASNOW at 

Present 
were also the latter 5 s wife Lidia, and the w±fe‘s 26 year old son, 
Julius JESSERICH, who ' lives at the seme address. *. ' 

3. GRJASNOW declared that in December 1944 he had -been arrested 
by the Gestapo. According to hi 3 own story, this arrest was the 
.result of his having given' assistance to Russian forced laborers, 

but according to other information received by source, the arrest 
was due. to his having illegally bought food ration cards.- In any 
event, he was released- ip March 1945 and moved to his villa 
near Berlin, where for a tiros both GRJASNOW and JESSERIGH' worked 
as- interpreters et the Luftwaffe unit stationed -in that village. 

Vihen the Russians came, GRJASNOW wa>?., arrested by. the STVD*s 
"Osobi* Otdel” {Special Branch) and accused of being a Gestapo 
agent. He was interrogated cn three occasions, was beaten and man- 
handled until he- lost consciousness-, and was then released.

Russians, and like almost all of the' old emigrants, are anxious 
and frightened by them. GRJASNOW would like to move to Western
